Linde has passed along to his brother committeemen of the 
National Paper Trade Association the courteous offer of 
Mr. Hastings and has urged them to take advantage of it. 

The meeting of the joint committee, to be held at 
Niagara Falls, is looked upon in the trade as a very im- 
portant matter. Some such a conference has been striven 
for by the dealers since their pioneer association, the 
Paper Association of New York City, was formed Feb- 
ruary 20, 1902. From the first the relations of the dealers 
with the manufacturers was the subject most seriously 
discussed at its meetings. The prominence of this sub- 
ject in the work of the association can be seen by the 
large space it has occupied in the files of the PAPER 
Trape Journavt. The first important action taken in 
the matter was on September 15, 1903, when the New 
York association addressed a letter to about 500 paper 
manufacturers doing business in the New York market, 
calling attention to the alleged unfairness of the manu- 
facturers selling through the commission man. In this 
letter the statement was made that the association is 
“particularly desirous of eliminating the agent or broker, 
who carries no stock and has no capital interested in his 
business, and who is generally without responsibility,” 
&c. Expressions of opinions on the subject were at the 
same time asked of the manufacturers. On November 
20, 1903, the committee on relations with manufacturers 
of the New York association, sent out another letter to 
the manufacturers, in which the broker “evil” was again 
referred to, and the practice of selling direct condemned 
in those manufacturers who dispose of part of their pro- 
duct through the dealers. In the second letter reference 
was made to the suggestion that came from some of the 
manufacturers, that a meeting be arranged between manu- 
facturers and jobbers to discuss this important subject. 
This suggestion, it was stated, had met with the hearty 
approval of the dealers, as it coincided with their views of 
what should be done. On February 9, 1904, at the first 
meeting of the National Paper Trade Association, held at 
the Waldorf-Astoria, New York, a conference was held 
with a number of the paper manufacturers. Matters of 
interest to the dealers in paper were discussed. It the 
report of the meeting of representatives from the four 
Eastern associations, held at the Hotel Astor, in New 
York, on September 20, 1904, the relations of the dealers 
with the manufacturers also occupied most of the atten 
tion of the delegates. At that conference it was agreed 
that preliminary to any drastic retaliatory measures the 
dealers in the various sections should communicate with 
those manufacturers against whom they have grievanccs, 
in the hope that questions in dispute may be amicably ad 
justed. Since then the same subject has been constantly 
before the association. The appointment of the commit 
tee to represent the American Paper and Pulp Associa- 
tion in a discussion of the abuses complained of is there 
fore very gratifying to the dealers in the National Paper 
Trade Association, as these gentlemen now entertain 
hopes that many matters of common interest can be set 
tled amicably and a better understanding reached between 
the manufacturers and the dealers

COTTON DUCK PLANS. 


——_—_—_— 


United States and Mt. Vernon-Wood- 
berry Companies to Be Consolidated. 


New Company Will Be Called Consolidated Cotton Duck 
Company—An Outline of the Plan of Merger— 
Features of the Financial Arrangements 
—The Committee in Charge. 





A plan has been prepared for the complete merging of 
the United States Cotton Duck Corporation and the Mount 
Vernon-Woodberry Cotton Duck Company. These two 
companies have always been closely allied, and the plan for 
the readjustment of the securities will effect a substantial 
reduction of capital and will facilitate the working of the 
two concerns. The committee in charge of the matter is 
composed as follows: S. Davies Warfield, chairman; 
Douglas H. Thomas, G. Clem Goodrich, Harry A. Orrick, 
George K. McGaw, S. Sterett McKim, Edward H. Thom 
son, all of Baltimore, and John E. Borne, Arthur Lehman 
and Elbert A. Brinckerhoff, of New York. Mr. Borne is 
president of the Colonial Trust Company, of New York, 
Arthur Lehman is a member of the well known cotton firm 
of Lehman Brothers, and Mr. Brinckerhoff is a capitalist 
and vice president of the Merchants National Bank, of 
New York. 

Samuel Untermyer, of New York, and Edgar H. Gans, 
of Baltimore, have been selected as counsel. The Con- 
tinental Trust Company is depositary and the Colonial 
Trust Company, of New York, sub-depositary. 

The new company will be called the Consolidated Cot- 
ton Duck Company and be organized under the laws of the 


State of Delaware. It is stated that this is necessary to 
bring about a complete merger, as the Mount Vernon 
Woodberry Cotton Duck Company was organized under 
the laws of Delaware. The new company will have a 
capitalization of $6,000,000 6 per cent. cumulative preferred 
stock, divided into 120,000 shares, par value $50 each, and 
$7,000,000 common stock, divided into 140,000 shares, par 
value $50 each. The total capitalization of the Mount 
Vernon-Woodberry Cotton Duck Company is $22,750,000 
and of the United States Cotton Duck Corporation $12, 
925,000, making a total capitalization of both companies of 
$25,075,000. 

lhe plan has the distinct feature of at once reducing the 
capitalization of the two companies by $6,000,000; that is 
to say, $6,000,000 of securities will be retired by exchange 
When the actual merger into one company is accomplished 
the total capitalization of both companies will be reduced 
to $20,175,000. In other words, all the securities of both 
companies now and hereafter acquired in exchange, and 
upon which taxes have been paid, will be retired, thus 
making the reduction in capitalization $15,500,000, which 
will effect a considerable saving in taxes alone 

It is stated that in the practical operation of the mills 
of the two companies it has been found most difficult to 
distribute the orders to satisfy the conflicting claims, and 
that under a harmonious and merged management the 
manufacture of the various classes of goods can be concen 
trated and segregated, thus enabling the company to pro 
duce better goods at lower prices 

Both of the companies own valuable mills and valuable 
brands, the mills being located in various parts of the coun- 
try.

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» BUSINESS REPORTS VARY. 


There Is Complaint of Quietness, but It Is Admitted That 
There Is a Steady Demand for.Product— 
Holyoke Mills Busy. 





The situation in the New York market can be best in- 
dicated by quoting the answer most generally made to in- 
quiries in regard to the state of business. This answer is 
about as follows: “Yes, trade is rather quiet, but so far 
we cannot complain very much.” In addition to this state- 
ment the opinion is frequently volunteered that the lull is 
only temporary and the prediction is made that a good 
volume of business will yet be done before the first of 
July. In support of this opinion the fact is cited that 
stocks in the hands of consumers are very small, as practi- 
cally all of them have been buying from “hand to mouth” 
since last December. In view of this fact, it is said, the 
absolute necessities of the country in the paper line can 
be relied on to furnish a good volume of business until the 
hot weather sets in. Meantime, however, the buying, 
which is now very conservative, will probably continue 
so, with the result that the market will remain as quiet as 
it has been for a number of weeks back. Under such 
conditions it is considered but natural that the manufac- 
turers should be a little uneasy about the state of their 
order books and that they should manifest, as they are 
now doing, considerable eagerness to gather in business 
in advance of a possibly dull summer. With this cam- 
paign for orders now going on it is not to be wondered 
at that quotations are none too strong. Up to date, how- 
ever, there have been no general lowering of quotations. 
On contracts and very desirable business concessions have 
of late been made, if reports common in the trade are to 
be believed. This applies particularly to some of the or- 
ders recently booked by the agents of the mills. In the 
jobbing trade prices remain unchanged. With the dealers 
the situation, comparatively speaking, is somewhat better 
than with the mill men, as the necessities of consumers are 
continually drawing on the stocks of the jobbers. Con- 
cerning the market situation of the various grades and 
kinds of paper, there has been little change during the past 
week. Owing to the quiet tone of the market, however, it 
is but natural that it should be thought to be a trifle 
weaker than it was last week.

The valley is just now 
witnessing the completion of mill improvements which are 
sure to add to its prestige in paper manufacturing, the 
Friend additions, the Oglesby mill and other plants acquir- 
ing machinery which will place them in the forefront. 
With all the hue and cry about overproduction the aggres- 
sive firms are pushing ahead, adding to their capacities 
with a never ending confidence in the future. Despite the 
competition in coated papers comes the word also of a con- 
templated improvement which, if pushed to a finish, will 
make the valley a world beater in this branch of the in- 
dustry.

Business in Wisconsin Is Dull. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

AppLeton, Wis., May 8, 1905.—Manufacturers make no 
secret of the fact that business is very dull. None of them 
can satisfactorily account for it, and opinions vary as to 
how long it may be expected to last. It is pretty generally 
admitted that there are too many mills in the print and 
wrapping business, but the book mills have not been pro- 
portionately added to within the past year or two, and still 
the book market is as quiet as it can well be. One manu- 
facturer, who has been in the business probably longer 
than any other on the river, told me today that he did 
not look for much improvement at any time this year. 
Another manufacturer, who is accounted one of the most 
conservative in the trade, while admitting present dullness, 
thought that there would be a change for the better ere 
long : 

There have been during the past week some rumors that 
mills might be shut down soon on account of lack of or- 
ders. Nobody can tefl what may happen, as every mill 
has to deal with the conditions as it finds them, but it 
would seem as though the mills would certainly be kept 
going during the period of high water, which will last 
for some time yet. Most of the mills are accustomed to 
shut down for a time during the summer in order to per- 
mit of regular repairs, and it is possible that the repairing 
will be done a little earlier than usual this year. In some 
quarters an effort has been made to have it appear that a 
shutdown was coming as the result of an order from the

General Paper Company, in order that prices might be 
maintained. This is not a pleasant thing to have bruited 
about, in view of the litigation which has been begur 
against the company by the Government, and the important 
thing about it is that it is wholly at variance with the facts 
The General Paper Company has no authority whatever 
to tell the mills whether they shall run or not; all it con- 
cerns itself about is selling the product if there is a market 
for it.

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THE TROUBLES OF RODNEY. 


His Experiences as Assistant Superintendent for the Temple 
Paper Company—A Misplaced Weight—A Screw Rips 
a Jacket Off— What a Little Vitriol Did. 


Part IV. 

Rodney’s first week as assistant superintendent of the 
lemple Paper Company was now a matter of history, and 
it was history that would forever remain green in his 
memory. It was a history of “hay making,” belt breaking 
and general hard luck.

As Rodney stood in the doorway and viewed the 
scene of slaughter, so dear to the heart of the paper maker, 
he murmured to himself the following words: “Beyond 
the Alps lies Italy, and beyond that pile of broke stands a 
French hobo machine tender.” He made his way toward 
the place of action, and this brought him in view of the 
actors. There was Joe, the machine tender, with the 
dryer spear in his hands. He was making desperate 
lunges at a ‘wad of paper on the third last dryer. His face 
was red and hot and very dirty. His trousers were held 
up by one half of a pair of felt suspenders, such as paper 
makers usually wear in the machine room. One of his 
arms was covered with black grease and the other was 
white with stuff from the screens. His helpers resembled 
their boss in appearance, and they all looked as if they 
were Russians who had survived the siege of Port Arthur. 
Rodney decided to enter the fray and he directed the back- 
tender to break the paper at the wire. He then helped 
Hebert to clean the dryers off and, while he was doing so, 
Smith, the native, Hebert’s mate, arrived, and Rodney told 
him to shut the stuff off and give everything a good wash 
up 

Rodney and Hebert now had the dryers clear of paper. 
Rodney turned to Joe and asked, “What's the matter with 
it, Joe?” 

Evidently Joe had anticipated this question, for he was 
primed and ready, and in asking it Rodney had touched 
the spring of his eloquence. “Wot’s de matier wid et?” re- 
plied Joe, his eyes blazing and his arms gesticulating. 
Everyt’ing’s de matier. D— old macheen a stinker; firs’ 
ting beater man drunk; git short stuff, den long stuff dat 
wouldn’t go troo de screen, den de wire belt break, and 
wen I fix it and git goin’ de paper brek like hell ever since. 
I'm troo; you git my money dis mornin’,” and off Joe 
walked, while Rodney looked after him and thought how 
quickly he would let him go if he had a good man to re- 
place him. He now paid attention to the washup, and hus- 
tled Smith along as much as he was able. Finally all was 
ready and Smith let the stuff on the wire, and then busied 
himself regulating the water and head, while the back- 
tender was getting the paper onto the felt. Smith had 
improved very much since Rodney had taken charge, and 
he was much faster in his manner of doing the work. As 
Rodney watched the boys putting the paper on the first 
felt he noticed it draw very unevenly and in jerks. He then 
observed the sheet as it passed the suction boxes, and here, 
too, he noticed that the suction seemed to skip. He made 
his way to the back side of the wire to see how the wire 
elt was, and then he discovered the cause of the uneven 
draw, and probably the cause of most of Hebert’s trouble 
ll night. He yelled to Smith to shut down, and Smith 
did so, while Rodney sent one of the boys after a mill- 
vright to take up the belt. It was the same belt that had 
broken on Hebert, and in putting it together he had put 
in a piece, fearing that if he did not do so it would be too 
tight. The piece was too long, and as a result the belt was 
too slack and would slip every little while. Hebert was 
aturally excitable, and probably did not notice the cause 
of his trouble. He was like a good many machine tenders, 
who, if they get their minds fixed on a probable cause of 
paper “breaking,” do not look to see if anything else 
is doing it. Hebert laid his troubles that night to short 
stuff, just because his beater engineer was under the in- 
fluence of liquor. Although the beater engineer was in that 
ondition, he kept the stuff as it should be, except once 
during the night when Joe demanded that he “let it out,” 
and then it was so long that it would hardly screen.. 

After fixing the belt Smith again put on the stuff, and 
the paper was taken over and placed on the reel; with the 
exception of a couple of “snap-offs” it ran all right the 
remainder of the day 





Rodney then set the boys and a spare man from the beater 
room to work clearing the room of the “hay,” and just 
then Amos Ward entered. He looked at the broke, and 
then at Rodney, who had approached him. “Looks as if 
Hebert was haying last night,’ he remarked. 

“Yes,” Rodney answered, “and he wants his time; he 
says he won't work here any longer.” 

“I'd give it to him d— quick if I had a man to put in 
his place. How much paper did he make?” Rodney an- 
swered that he had not looked it up, so they went to the 
machine book and found Herbert’s run amounted to 2,500 
pounds. Ward was disgusted. 

“What did he say was the matter?” Rodney told him 
what Hebert had blamed for his poor run, and he also told 
him about the wire belt. Ward swore and then spoke as 
follows: “There’s no use talking, Rodney, we can’t do the 
whole thing alone; we've got to have men who can run 
those machines without someone alongside of them all the 
time. Now we must get at least two good machine ten- 
ders in place of Hebert and I think Wood over there on 
the 86-inch. He's got an idea that he knows the whole 
thing, and has acted sulky_two or three times when I sug- 
gested things to him. Hayes, his mate, seems to be the 
best man we have, and we will try and hold him. Smith, 
here, has improved since you have come, but he needs 
watching. I have seen him do some d— foolish things. 
By getting good men on these machines we can do better 
and more work. If you know of anyone you can get here 
that’s O. K., why, go ahead and get them; offer them an 
extra quarter and—— _ Hello! what's the matter on the 
86 inch? I see Wood is shutting down.” 

Upon investigation they found that the wire was a mass 
of wrinkles on the back side. When Ward saw that he 
got mad. Now Wood or Smith had never seen the old 
man mad before. Off came his hat, and from his tongue 
caine some of the most beautiful paper mill talk that they 
had ever heard. He walked up to Woods as if he intended 
to knock him down. “What caused that wire to wrinkle, 
Wood?” he roared. Ward’s anger seemed to take all the 
sulkiness out of Wood and he answered very meekly, “1 
don't know; the paper broke and | ran down here and 
saw the wire wrinkled.” “No, you don’t know; of course 
you don’t know, and you never will know. You don't 
know enough to try and find out. By gad, there’s going to 
be a spring cleaning around this mill before long.” 

After these remarks the old man seemed to cool down a 
little, and he joined Rodney, who was looking for the 
cause of the wrinkles. The old man noted the weights on 
the compound lever of the couch rolls on the front side, 
and he noticed one weight was placed on the lever so that 
it would take but a slight jar to knock it off. 

He naturally supposed a weight was placed on the lever 
on the back side of the machine in the same way as was 
the one on front, and he crossed over on the footboard 
that was between the wire and first press to see if he was 
correct. He found the weight on the floor instead of the 
lever, and that was what caused the wire to wrinkle. He 
crossed over to the front side, and called, “Wood, who 
put those weights on that lever like that?”

“That's enough; you can go into the office now and get 
your time, or you can work the week out, just as you 
wish.”

After supper 
they were seated about the hotel office swapping stories, 
and the time passed very pleasantly until about 9 o'clock, 
when Rodney knocked the ashes from his pipe and re- 
marked: “Well, I feel as if a little sleep would feel very 
good now,” and he started for his room. Just as he was 
leaving the office Hayes’ third hand appeared at the other 
door and asked for Rodney. Ward saw and heard him, 
and he called Rodney back.

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NORWEGIAN PULP. 


According to Farmand, the Position Is Strong—Reports 
From Britain as to Easier Market Said to 
Have No Foundation. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, April 27, 1905.—According to Farmand the mar- 
ket in Norway is very strong, even allowing that the Nor- 
wegian rivers get full water supply during the coming sum- 
mer months, as the shortage of the winter production, 
together with the steady increase of consumption, has en- 
tirely cleared away the stocks which had accumulated at 
the commencement of the shipping season, 1904. Farmand 
says: “If any of the Norwegian or Swedish pulp makers 
get from their agents those ridiculous reports from the 
United Kingdom which we have seen this week as to the 
market falling, &c., we beg to repeat our advice to place 
the deaf ear to such interested advice. But what will be 
the position if the rivers do not get well filled in the spring 
and the mountain snow turns out to be insufficient to keep 
up the ordinary summer level of water in our rivers? We 
are much afraid that the British and Continental paper 
makers are living in a fool’s paradise when hoping for a 
falling market for their pulp. There may come sufficient 
rain to fill the deficiency; but it is quite an exception for 
our country to get much rain in the spring months, and the 
snow in the highlands is mostly new snow (from the 
snowfalls in March), which experience shows has a ten- 
dency to evaporate rapidly. So a continuation of the water

shortage in the second half of the sutnmer is by no means 
improbable; rather, we should say, a contingency with 
which it is most safe to calculate. In any case the available 
stocks of pulp will be so small by August-September, when 
English paper mills are in the habit of laying in winter 
stocks, that we shall then, if not before, see extreme pulp 
prices. So there is not the slightest cause for pulp makers 
to get nervous, if their agents tell them of paper makers 
receiving cheap offers from their neighbors.” Briton.

The well known paper man- 
ufacturers, Spicer Brothers, have undertaken to act as 
agents for the company for the distribution of the paper 
pulp in this country. It is stated that a contract has al- 
ready been entered into for the absolute sale of the greater 
part of the output for the next five years.

Hand Paper Making Apparafus Patented by Richard W- 
Bainbridge, of Charles T. Bainbridge’s Sons, 
Borough of Brooklyn, N. Y: 


Richard W. Bainbridge, of New York, has been granted 
letters patent No. 788,508 on a paper making apparatus. 

The present invention, says the inventor, applies more 
particularly to apparatus for making sheets of paper by 
hand; and the object is to provide a simple, portable, 
easily handled mold utilizing the principle of gravitation in 
collecting the paper fibre from the water in which the 
same may be suspended and distributing the same evenly 
upon a perforated surface in order that a sheet of uniform 
texture and thickness may be produced without involving 
the employment of skilled labor, upon which the hand- 
made paper industry has heretofore depended. 

In carrying out the invention I employ a mold which 
may take the form of a rectangular box, the top whereof 
may be provided with a gauze covering of suitable mesh, 
the bottom whereof may, if desired, be detachable, and the 
sides whereof may be provided with suitable ports for 
egress of the air when such mold is immersed in water. 

In operation upon immersing the mold in the water in 
which the fibre is suspended such water will under the 
influence of gravity immediately pass into the mold, dis- 
placing the air therein, which is allowed to escape through 
the ports referred to, the fibre being arrested upon the 
gauze covering until the accumulation has been sufficient 
to produce a sheet of requisite thickness, whereupon the 
mold may be lifted from the water and the deposited fibre 
dried and otherwise treated in suitable manner. 

Fig. 1 is a central section of a mold employing my in- 
vention. Fig. 2 is a top plan view thereof, a portion of the 
gauze covering being broken away; and Fig. 3 is an eleva- 
tion on reduced scale, showing the mold immersed in 
water. 

It will be seen that the mold is here shown as rectan- 
gular in form, comprising the four sides aa‘ a’a* and the 
bottom B, which is preferably detachable and provided 
with any suitable securing device whereby the same may 
be attached to said sides. C designates the cover of wire 
gauze of suitable mesh, and this may be secured in any 
desired manner in the position in which it is illustrated,

detachably or permanently, as preferred. DD designate 
ports or air passages, here shown as two in number and 
each comprising a pipe connected with one of the sides of 





the mold and communicating with the interior thereof 
through an opening in such side. 

The method of operation is illustrated in Fig. 3. The 
mold is intended to be immersed, as above indicated, in the 
water in which the paper fibre is suspended, whereupon 
under the pressure of such water the air will be forced 
therefrom through the ports or openings above indicated, 
and as the water passes into the interior of the mold the 
paper fibre will be laid upon the gauze covering C, the 
period of immersion being calculated with reference to 
the thickness of the paper to be produced. 

Preferably the mold is of such height that a sufficient 
quantity of fibre will be deposited upon the gauze before 
the water level will rise to the ports. After the fibre has 
been laid and the mold removed from the tank the water 
may be freed from the mold in any suitable manner—as, 
for instance, by the removal of the bottom B. 


West Ware Paper Mill to Be Rebuilt. 


It was stated on good authority that the West Ware 
(Mass.) Paper Company will rebuild the mill burned on 
April 14, and that the plans are already being prepared for 
a plant three times the size of the old one. The property 
destroyed was claimed by its owner at the time of the fire 
to be worth $100,000, and the new mill, with two machines 
instead of one, and built of brick instead of wood, is ex 
pected to call for an outlay of between $300,000 and $400, 
000. Three or four double tenement houses are also to be 
erected this year. 


The Lawrence Pump and Engine Company, of Lawrence 
Mass., has just shipped ten of its improved Porter centrif 
ugal pumps to the Kimberly & Clark Company, at Kim- 
berly, Wis.

No Settlement in Strike—Paper Men Hold a Meeting—Sub- 


scribe $4,200 To Aid Chicago Employers’ Association 
—Paper Houses Delivering Goods as Usual.

Ihe great teamsters’ strike seems at present as far away 
as ever from settlement. So far the paper houses have not 
heen involved, and it is possible that they may be able to 
keep their teams going steadily, although the situation may 
change any day. As the situation is at present, the paper 
jobbing houses are about equally divided in their attitude 
on the subject. One side takes the stand that the Chicago 
Employers’ Association should be given not only the mora! 
and financial but the active support of the paper houses at 
once, and that their teamsters should be instructed to de- 
liver goods to all customers, whether boycotted or not, 
and in case of refusal to deliver goods, discharge should 
instantly follow and the consequences accepted. The con- 
servatives among the jobbers believe that the Employers’ 
Association should have the support of the paper houses, 
but hesitate to precipitate trouble that would practically 
tie up the printing trades until they become convinced that 
the Chicago Employers’ Association is in a position to 
meet the requirements of the situation, and enable them to 
move goods at all hazards. Several meetings have been 
held, but no definite declaration was made until Friday 
afternoon. when a meeting was held at the Grand Pacific. 
Forty-one people were present, representing nineteen job- 
bing houses in both the fine and coarse paper branches of 
the trade.

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An Important Meeting. 


The conference which will be held on May 22, 1905, at 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., between committees of the American 
Paper and Pulp Association and of the National Paper 
Trade Association should be full of important results for 
both the industry and the trade.

Each 
will be better acquainted with the other's requirements and 
each will the better appreciate the difficulties under which 
the other is laboring. Trade discussions are good things. 
They lead to an exchange of ideas and suggestions that 


somewhat smooth the rough roads of business, and 
naturally benefit all concerned. 
The conference is a move in the right direction. The 


manufacturer looks to the dealer to distribute his product, 
while the dealer, of course, lopks to the manufacturer to 
furnish the merchandise with which to do_ business. 
Neither is independent of the other, and for that reason 
there should be a harmony of work that alone can produce 
the best results.

PAPER.—In the jobbing trade there is a fairly steady 
movement in the various grades. The tone of the general 
market, however, continues quiet, particularly in mill busi- 
ness. As a rule, the manufacturers admit that there has 
been a falling off in their business, but as prices are hold- 
ing pretty well, it is not believed that any of the mills are 
really suffering for orders. As the volume of trade going 
to the mills always begins to slacken as the warm weather 
approaches, the lessened activity in mill business at this 
time is not surprising. Because of the large consumption 
of paper at this season the distributing trade is fairly 
good. The fact, however, that individual orders are small 
gives the impression that the market is really more quiet 
than is actually the case. In regard to the various grades 
of paper, the situation of each one remains unchanged. 
Tissues head the list in firmness, as they are very scarce, 
all the mills making them being considerably behindhand 
on their orders. None of the other grades can be said to 
be firm. News paper continues weak as heretofore, being 
sold in sizable lots on a basis of 2c. delivered, New York, 
as a minimum price. For small lots the price is higher. 
In fact, the price on News depends upon the necessities of 
the manufacturer making the quotation. Side Runs of 
News follow the fortunes of News proper, being in slow 
demand even at the quotation of 190@2c. Coated 
Buok papers and Box Boards are perhaps the weakest 
grades on the list, as both of them are in very light de- 
mand, and are consequently selling at low figures. Super 
Calendered and Machine Finished Book papers are fairly 
steady, the latter, however, being a little less so than the 
former. The asking price on both remains unchanged. 
Writings are moving, but are not in very strong demand. 
Manilas are in fair demand, but are not quite as active as 
they should be at this season.
